Words nor Things to agree to fome Addreffes 
that are Con{tructive Treafon, and to others that 
are Directly fo, ifthe 4th of Anne, Cap.8.

I think, with all Refpeét to the Uni- 
verfity, they ought to have fhew'd a little more 
Deference to Her Majefiy’s Speech, and to the 
Determinations of Parliament: Our Noble Pa- 
triots, the Lords, order’d their Slavige Decree 
againit Refitting of Princes on any Pretente what- 
ever to be burnt by the Hand of the Hangman,

Revolution, as well as with Her Majelty’s Title 
and Praétice. Every one knows that Her Ma. 
jefty’s Concurrence with thofe who refified Popiih 
Tyranny and Arbitrary Power, which our Church 
thanks God for in her Office of the 5th.of No- 
vember, contributed much to the late Revolution 5 
therefore I think the Univerfity ought, in Mo- 
defty and Duty to Her Majetty, to have excepted 
the Refiftance then made to King James from 
their General Pofition , which makes Refijtance 
a Popifh and Republican Dodirine, without any Di- 
fingtion. They who have the Art to make one 
in Her Majefty’s Title, might very well have 
forin’d another to fave Her Majefty from the 
Charge of being a Republican and Papift, or pra- 
icing according to’theit Do@rine. This is the 
Natural Confequence of their Propofition; and 
I detie them with all their Logick to get off from: 
it, without diftinguifhing fo as to approve the: 
Do@rine which they pretend to explode, viz, 
That there are Cafes wherein tis lawful to refiatt 
Princes. But though they had no Refpect to Her 
Majefty, they ought, according to their own Pre- 
tences, to have evidenc’d fome to the Church, | 
who blefles God, in her Office for the 5th of 
November, already mention’d, for making all Op- 
pofition fall before King William, of Glorious 
Memory, till he became our ~_ and Gover- | 
‘nour; yet by this Propofition the Univerfity: 
condemns the Church: of England for maintain- 
ing a Popifh and Republican DoG@rine in one of 
her molt Solemn Offices.. We may add further, 
that if the Univerfity join with the Church in 
this Office, and yet maintain that Refiltance of 
Princes: on any Pretence whatever is. unlawful. 
they make themfelves abominable Hypocrites ; 
and if-they do not, they make themfelves more 
Damnable Schifmaticks than the Diffenters; for. 
this is not only’a Separation from the Body, but 
from: tHe Queen, Who ts the Civil Head ‘of the 
‘Church, ‘and condetnn$ the Methods by which 
fhe came both: to the Title and Poffeffion of the 
Crown.” °

‘W.3. Cap. 11. which abfolve us from our Alle- 
giance to any King or Queen that turns Papitt, 
or marries a Papilt, and fettles the next Prote- 
fiant Succeflor on the Throne as if’ fuch a King 
or Queen were aCtually dead, are no Laws ; for 
if dethroning fuch a King or Queen be not Re- 
fiftanee; there never wasnor can be any Refiftance 
in the World. - Therefore the Lord Bifhop of 
Sarum has juttly obferv’d in his Excellent Speech 


an End to the Notion of Non-refiftance in any Cafe or 
any Pretence whatfoever. Let the Univerfity take
